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The JP 61 17241 1 reference was cited in an Opposition of European patent application EP 1 
239 534 by Radiation Y Microondas, S. A. The reference was cited as disclosing "a multi-stage 
linear array antenna which pretends to increase the beam tilting effect by setting the first phase 
shifter for each exciting elements so as to give a beam tilting angle larger than a required value and 
obtaining a required beam tilting angle by the combined phase shift by the first and second phase 
shifters so as to reduce a side lobe level produced during prorogation." 

The Okuyama et al. reference was cited in an Opposition of European patent application EP 
1 239 534 by Radiation Y Microondas, S. A. The reference was cited as disclosing "a base station 
anterma products that integrate technologies for beam forming, wind-load shedding and beam 
tilting. Its drawings show antenna structures serving 120° sectors and phase shifting 
arrangements." 
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
